DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the numbering in the drawing do not math 
with the description in the specification (see for example paragraph [0012] describes 
Fig. 1, antenna 102, preamp 104 etc which do not correspond to the drawing figure, 
other mislabeled boxes should also be corrected. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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In addition to Replacement Sheets containing the corrected drawing figure(s), 
applicant is required to submit a marked-up copy of each Replacement Sheet including 
annotations indicating the changes made to the previous version. The marked-up copy 
must be clearly labeled as "Annotated Sheets" and must be presented in the 
amendment or remarks section that explains the change(s) to the drawings. See 37 
CFR 1.121(d)(1). Failure to timely submit the proposed drawing and marked-up copy 
will result in the abandonment of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Ali (U.S. 
Patent Number 6,590,943). 

Regarding claim 1, Ali discloses an electronic device ("radio receiver", abstract) 
comprising: a sigma delta modulation loop circuit for use in a device having a radio 
frequency receiver (column 2 lines 19-52), wherein the loop is configured to 
compensate for noise that is generated by the sigma delta loop and that affects radio 
signals within the range of a radio frequency band according to the operating frequency 
of the radio frequency tuner (column 5, specifically lines 31-47). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ali in 

view of Benvenuto et al. (PCT WO 01/03312 A1). 

Regarding claim 2, Ali discloses the invention but does not disclose that the 
compensation is the placement of a Noise Transfer Function zero at the operating 
frequency of the radio frequency tuner. 

In an analogous art, Benvenuto discloses a multi standard receiving apparatus 
and method. Benvenuto further teaches the placement of a Noise Transfer Function 
zero at the operating frequency of the radio frequency tuner (page 2 line 14 to page 3 
line 18, claims 7-8). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the noise transfer function of zero to the 
system of Ali. The motivation for having a noise transfer function zero is to minimize 
total integrated in-band noise when zeros are at DC. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Regarding claim 3, the applied references fail to disclose or render obvious the 
claimed limitations specifically wherein the sigma delta modulation loop further includes 
logic configured to adjust its noise transfer function of the loop in response to a change 
in the operating frequency of the radio receiver such that the noise generated by the 
sigma delta loop that affects signals received by the radio receiver are compensated for 
by the sigma delta modulator loop.
